BIRTHS, DEATHS, AND MARRIAGES IN I860 FORTY

SOVEREIGNS ANI THEIR HEIRS.
The study of the Almanack, de Gottia has, says

the Berliu correspondent of the 'limes, been
rarely so interesting as in the present year, thepast having been uncommonly fertile in family
and political events affecting the illustrious sub-
jects cf the tiny vet so weighty volume. Sixteen
deaths are recorded in the sovereign families of
Lurope, eight ot the male sex and eiirht females,
viz.: The Landgrave Ferdinand of Ilesse-Hom-bur- g,

last of his race, whose patrimony devolved
tipou Hesse-Darmstad- t, and Las since been con-
quered by Prussia; Don Miguel of Portugal,
great uncle of the Kin; Prince Otto of
Italy, son of the Kim;; Prince Louis
Philippe tie Coude, son of ithe Duke
d'Aumtile, 21 years of age; Prince An-
ton, ot Hohenzollern-Sigmarincen- , aged 25;
Prince Henry XlI.Reuss, juuior branch; Prince
Sigismund, of Prussia, son of theCrown Prince,
two years old, and the youngest son of the
Queen of Spain, only three weeks old. The
eight females are two dowagers Queen Marie
Amelia, of the French (nee Princess
of Sicily), and the Countess Caroline dej Wal-dec- k

(nte Baroness Lanstatt); three married
princesses Princess Loune Von

(wife of the Prince
Michael llandjeri); Princess Sophy, of Licuten-sUi- n

(wife of Prince Frederick, nee Lowe), and
Fritu Von Frankenberg, morganatic wile of
Prince Charles, of Bavaria nee Schaller); three
unmarried! princesses Princess Philippine of
Re uss Schleiz (sister of the reigning prince
aced 85 years;; Princess Catharine, of Olden-
burg (20 years), and Archduchess Elizabeth, of
Austria (daughter of Archduke Joseph), aged
one year.

Of Cardinals, five have died Scitovsky, Arch-
bishop of Gran and Primate of Huneary: tJous-sek- ,

Archbishop of Kheims; Balussi, Bishop of
Imola; Matteuccl and Tustl.

The births number eight Princes and live
Princesses. Sons were born to the Sultan, to
the Queen of Spain (since deceased), to the In-
fante Sebastian of Spain, to the (Jrand Duke
Michael ol Russia, to the Duke of Montpensier,
to the Duke of Chart reB, to the Prince Charles
of Tuscany, and to tho Prince August of

(married to a daughter of theEmperor of the Brazils). Daughters were born
to the Crown Prince of Prussia, to the Prince

Four marriages were celebrated. The Grand

and Prince William of Hanau, son of the

By the death of the Landgrave of Hesse-IIom-bur- g,

and the dethronement of the King of
Hanover, the Elector of Hesse and the Duke of
Nassau, the number of European sovereigns has
been reduced to forty, namely, five emperors
(including the Emperor of Mexico), one Sultan,
one Pope, ten kings, two queeus, six grand
dukes, live dukes, ten princes (including (he
Prince of Monaco). The oldest sovereign is the
Prince of Reuss-Schlei- tz (past 77). The Pope,
the Prince of Schwarzburg-Rudolstad- t, and the
Duke of Anhalt are past 70. Of the other
crowDed heads five are between 60 and 70, one
between 50 and 60, eighteen between 40 and 50,
seven between 30 and 40, five between 20 and
30. Hie youngest is the Prince Reuss (senior
line), a minor. The average aue of the reiemng
potentates is 4CJ years. Twenty have exceeded
his age.

The longest reign is that of the Prince of
Schwarzburg-Rudolstad- t, who, including the
years of his minority, has held the sceptre for
5!'J years. The Duke of Anhalt, the next in
seniority, has been a sovereign for 4JR years.
Four have reigned between 30 and 40. five
between 20 and 30, fourteen between 10 and 20;
all the others, fifteen in number, have suc-
ceeded to their thrones within the last ten years

I860. The average leueth of reign amounts to
sixteen years. Fifteen have exceeded this.

Six sovereiims have never been married, with
the Pope, the Kings of Bavaria aud Greece, the
Duke of Brunswick, the Princes of Lichtenstein
and Reuss (senior line).
